Justice Brewer, of the United States 


Supreme Court, in iu his political sym- 
pathies and aililiaUons a Republican and 
is personally friendly to Mr. McKinley. 
He \ lews the situation created by our 
acquisition of the Philippines, however, 
from the standpoint of an American 
and not that of a partisan. In au ad- 
dress at Uuffalo, N. Y., February 10, 
1899, lie discussed the consequence;- of 
the annexation of remote territory by the 
United States in a broad, philosophical 
spirit. Corning from so distinguished a 
so'irce, the views which he then express- 
ed are worthy of the thoughtful aud re- 
spectful consideration of voters of all po- 
litical parties. The questions which he 
discussed at Buffalo maybe briefly stated 
as iollowfa: 


"I'iist, because we undertook the de- 


liverance of the oppressed Cubans ironi 
the domination of Hpain are we hereafter 
to assume the duty of forcibly emanci- 
pating all oppi essed peoples; or were the 
circumstances suriouuding our interfer- 
ence in Cuban affairs such as to make 
that simply an exception in our histoiy 
and policy 't" 


"Secondly, are we to extend our do- 


minion by lorce, purchase or otherwise, 
over remote territory and enter upon that, 
career of colonial expansion which li;is 
become the settled habit ot European 
nations, or are we to remain content 
with our compact continental possessions 
and devote our energies to the develop- 
ment of our own leHources and the bui-ld- 
ing up of the United States of Aineiica 
within those limits along tho hues of our 
past histories ?" 


Justice Brewer believes that the United 


Slates was so situated in respect lo Cuba 
that if the circumstances demanded any 
outside iiiteifereuce in its affairs "it 
would seem to have been our .special 
duty to iuterlere; 
we were the near 


Samaritan." 
There are times, he as- 


serts, in tne history of every nation when 
humanity calk upon it to look bejoiid 
i.he, mere matter of dollars and cents and 
even at personal saciilice to interfere in 
the affairs ol oilier natiuns. Bui, as the 
distinguished junst admirably observes, 
"it does uol follow Inert!rom that there 
is a continuous obligation to tie looking 
into the affairs of othei nations to see il 
there are not, wrongs which ou^ht to he 
righted. The Good Samaritan did not 
go down on the road from Jerusalem to 


Wo cannot escape the problems and 
troubles which now embarrass us by look- 
ing out on the distant world. 


Justice Brewer has no patience with 


the "gusluiboiitduty and destiny." We 
make our own destiny, he says, aud are 
"the masters, not the victims, of fatf 
To attempt to unload upon the Almighty 
responsibility for that which wo choose 
to do is not only au insult to Him, but to 
ordinary 
human intelligence. 


simple question before the American peo- 
ple is, Can we find safety in adding to 
our difficulties 'f Expansion m advocated

duty ot a nation is to its own people, aud 
that their interests and well-being are 
not to be neglected under the illusive no- 
tion that it is a duly "to pose as a great 
national rectifier of wrongs done by other 
nalioiis. II is a wise man that success- 
fully manages his own household." 


Many people mistakenly assume that 


the Monroe Doctrine imposes upon this 
country certain duties in conuection w ith 
the countries of Central and South 
America. There is nothing in that doc- 
trine, according to Justice 
Brewer, 


"which makes us sponsor tor this conti- 
nent. We have no supervision or con- 
trol over the iuteinal affairs of other 
states; 
we are not their guardians. 


Each oi them has the same right to inter- 
fere in the affairs of the United Slates 
that we have to inteifere with its." 
The 


Monroe Doctrine meansonly that we are 
unwilling that the political system of 
Europe shall be extended in America, or 
that "their ideas of government and co- 
lonial expansion should be worked out on 
this hemisphere. It is a declaration of 
our purpose to stand by our weaker 
neighbors m case of attack, and in no 
sense an assumption of control over their 
affairs." 
Yet it appears that while we 


will not permit European ideas of colon- 
ial expansion to be worked out on this 
hemisplieie we insist upon our own light 
to force similar expansion ide,is upon 
weak peoples in the Far East. 
"We 


cannot," declaies Justice Brewer, "eith- 
er rightfully or successfully, pose as a 
supteme dictator of the world." The 
moment we enter the Orient and appro- 
priate territory, that moment "it ceases 
to become us to insist that European na- 
tions shall keep off from this continent." 


Are we to continually expand, and is 


such a policy of expansion wise? Jus- 
tice Brewer has heard olliceis of the 
army and navy assert (hat it was essen- 
tial for this country to have coaling sta- 
tions on the Island of Hawaii and on the 
Philippine aicbipelago. 
But, he ob- 


seives, ''we have got along safely for a 
hundred years without any coaling sta- 
tions outside of our own territory." 
How much greater a victory, he asks, 
could Dewey have won if we had a dozen 
coaling stations in the far Pacific ? 
There is such a thing, in his opinion, as 
"overdoing this getting ready for war." 
A man who goes about with a chip on 
his shoulder, he retnnrks, is very apt to

Are^we likely to aid 
in solving our labor problem by bringing 
into our national life 10,000,000 unskilled 
Malay laborers 'i "The great economic 
problem in this country is not How can 
a few men pile up larger fortunes ? but 
How can the great body of the people 
make a fair and comfortable living ?

Judge JSste, of the United States court, 


recently rendered a decision that must 
be of gre.it interest to the people of the 
United States, and especially so with 
respect to the laboring flemeut of our 
citizenship.

since the annexation of the Philippines 
and the Hawaiian Islands a native of 
the Island of Guam does not need to be 
naturalized to become a citizen of 
Hawaii, for the reasons that the islands 
are undir the same jurisdiction. On the 
same theory lie would be obliged to rule 
that a native of either of the inlands may 
become a citizen of Pennsylvania with- 
out taking out naturalization papers. 


If that be true, and it is supported by 


reason, the thousands of Asiatics who 
ate born iu the Philippine Islands and 
Hawaii have the right not only to laud 
at any port of eutry in the United Stales, 
but to claim citizenship, with al) the 
rights and privileges which that relation 
entails, in any pan of the territory of the 
United Slates. More than half of the 
piesent population of llu wail are Chinese, 
either imported or born of parents im- 
ported, and every such person would 
have the same right lo come to Pennsyl- 
vania as would a citizen, native or 
naturalized, of New York, New Jersey 
or any other state in the American 
Union. 


This is ti lovely feast to offer to the

The 


Chinese exclusion act is abrograted, and 
the millions of Filipinos, no more intel- 
ligent aud quite as uufit for American 
citizenship, can force themselves, under 
the imperial policy of the McKiuleyad 
ministration, into competition in the 
labor market of every industrial center 
in the laud. How do the iron workers, 
the eoal miners and the olher laborers of 
Pennsylvania like such a prospect ? it 
is certainly not attractive, but it is what 
is before them, according to the decision 
of Federal Judge fiste.
